Speaker Reed for Once Astonishes the 
. Country. ‘ 

WASHINGTON, January 22.—In the house, the 
journal having been read in its usual form, Mr. 
Breckinridge, of Arkansas, objected to its ap- 
proval until the remaining portion (relative to 
reference of bills, etc.) was read. The speaker 
requested the gentleman to specify what portion 
of the journal he desired to have reported. 

Mr. Breckinridge replied thatit was not neces- 
sary for him toenumerate. Ho called for the 
reading of the journal which the chair had ad- 
mitted had not been read in fuil. 

Mr. Breckinridge’s demand was conceded. 

Mr. Breckinridge, of Arkansas, also called at- 
tention to an omission in the reading, but this 
matter being satisfactorily settled, the journal was 
approved without further question. 

Mr. Cooper, of Indiana, rising to a question of 
privilege, sent to the clerk’s desk and had read a 
resolution offered by him on September 4th last, 
making certain charges against the commissioner 
of pensions, and asking for a_brvuadening of in- 
vestigation of that official. This resolution had 
been referred to select a committee examining 
previous charges, and on the llth of September 
the chairman of that comuinpittee (Mr. Morrill, of 
Kansas) had been directed to report a resolution, 
but he had never perfermed that daty. He (Mr. 
Cooper) therefore offered a resolution directing 
the investigating committee to report the reso- 
lution. 

M’KINLEY’S POINT OVERRULED. 

Mr. McKinley raised the point of order that the 
question presented was not privileged. 

Aftersome discussion the speaker overruled 
Mr. McKinley’s point of order, and ruledthat Mr. 
Cooper’s resolution was privileged. 

Mr. Cooper then again took up his oldline of 
attack upon the pension bureau, and Messrs. 
Grosvenor, Henderson of Llinois, Smith and 
Cannon defended Commissioner Raum. Mr. Mor- 
rill explained that Mr. Cooper’s resolution of 8.p- 
tember 4th had been improperly referred to his 
committee, and had been returned to the spealier’s 
table within an hour after it reached the com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Cooper stated that the resolution had never 
been put upon record. The matter was settled 
amicably by Mr. Morrill obtaining the original 
resolution trom the files of the house, reporting it 
from his committee and having it referred to the 
committee on rules.

Passengers Delayed by the Strike on the 
Chicago and Erie, 
INDIANAPOLIS, January 23.—A special to the 
Sentinel from Huntington says that authentic 
advices have been received there to the effect 
that the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers 
will support the strike on the Chicago and 
Erie. Strikers boarded all trains and set 
the brakes, making it impossible to run 
the trains. A mail train with a baggage 
car containing three corpses was allowcd to pass 
unmolested. The company is feeding forty tran- 
sient passengers at the depot, and will send them 
to their destinations via the Wabash. A comumit- 
tee of citizens is trying to have the question arbi- 
trated, but the strikers are firmin their demands 
that Train Dispatcher Scott be reinstated long 
enough to allow him to resign honorably.

Intense excitement prevails in Brussels and

fresh trial are heard. Prince Baudouin’s pop- 
ularity and brilliant talents and bright hopes, 
centered by the Belgians on his future career 
make them feel the prince's loss in the keenest 
manner possible. 
PRINCESS HENRIETTA ILL. 

News of the prince’s death is withheld from 
his sister, Princess Henrietta, a beautiful girl 
about twenty years of age, dangerously sick 
from inflammation of the lungs. The palace of 
the count of Flanders, where the princess re- 
sides, is surrounded bya strong force of police, 
who are doing their utmost to prevent unusual 
noise in the streets from arousing the princess. 

The sudden death of Prince Baudouin has 
caused the most alarming rumors to be circu- 
lated on all sides, and these rumors grew in 
import as the day progressed. 

A MYSTERIOUS DEATH. 

It is openly asserted that the death of the 
Belgian prince was a repetition of the sad cir- 
cumstances surrounding the death of Arch- 
duke Rudolph, heir tothe Austrian throne, 
who met his death insuch a mysterious manner 
Yon January 30, 1889. It was added that a beau- 
tiful German governess, who had been recently 
banished from the Belgian court by order of

connected with the death of Prince Baudouin.

vious to entering upon a military career.

The Insurgents Masters of the Situation— 
The Ports Blockaded. 

Lonpon, January 23.—A dispatch from Buenos 
Ayres received in this city states that information 
has been received there from Chili that Valparaiso, 
Guayquil and Pica continue in a state of blockade; 
that the insurgents are masters of the situation; 
that they have seized Tarapaca and have sacked 
all stores containing or supposed to contain arms 
and ammunition in Valparaiso. The insurgents 
will consent to allow the port of Valparaiso to be 
reopened to commerce, provided foreign consuls 
maintain a neutral attitude. 

The general opinion throughout Chili, accord- 
ing to advices received at Buenos Ayres, seems to 
be that unless President Balmaceda promptly re- 
signs the whole of the military forces of Chili will 
rise in revolt against his authority. It is added 
that foreigners residing in Chili are safe from 
molestation except Italian residents, who are 
accused by the Balmaceda party of having openly 
and secretly encouraged revolutionists. 


Taking the Ordinary Course. 

Lonpos, January 23.—In the house of commons 
today, Sir James Ferguson, political secretary of 
the foreign office, in reply to the question, said 
that the Behring sea correspondence and discus- 
sions were taking the ordinary diplomatic course, 
unaffected by the application made to the United 
States supreme court. This application, addéd 
Mr. Ferguson, had been made at the instance of 
Canada and at the instance of American lawyers.

LABOR ORGANIZATIONS AGREE. 


The Platform Adopted in Washington Yes- 
terday. 

WASHINGTON, January 23.—The conference of 
the different labor organizations began yesterday, 
was resumed this morning, the delegates having 
uncer consideration some plan of agreement by 
which organizations can unite on some satisfac- 
tory platform and form a close confederation of 
state organizations for both offense and defense. 

The conference met at 10 o’clock this morning,

throughout the recent financial troubles, that the 
western centers of trade have been

the energy and growth of the west | 
effect in the larger trade and stronger confidence 
in the eastern commercial centers. In the 
we find improving business at New Orleans, fair 
receipts of cotton and a strong market for sugar, 
with ample supplies of money ; at Louisville trade 
opens well and the monetary situation improves 
at Jacksonville a good trade is no an 
at Baltimore manufacturers and jobbers are well 
ahead of last year, and there is a large increase in 
the shoe, leather and hide business. In conse- 
quence, eastern centers show more activity. At 
*hilade!phia, especially in wool, of which prices 
are stronger, and in sugar, for which there is a 
good demand. 

Boston notes very firm prices for wool and sales 
of 3,600,000 pounds, and more‘ activity in woolen 
oods. The building trade at Philadelphia is 

isturbed by the demands of bricklayers for 
sborter hours, and of carpenters for 1 r wages, 
but at Pittsburg somewhat more activity is seen 
in iron, though glass is rather dull, and some 
factories temporarily closed. The iron trade ig 
stiffened by the large decrease in production.

They Have Examined the Records and ‘Find 
Them Satisfactory~Other Matters te- 
ported inthe Document. 


The general presentments of the grand jury 
of Fulton county were handed in yesterday. 

The documentis quite a lengthy one. It 
starts out by complimenting the county offi- 
cials on the properly kept records, and recom- 
mends the payment of $250 each to Sam A. 
Swann and W. H. Scott for their services as 
examiners. 

The examination of the ordinary’s office was 
conducted by a special committee, and “the 
neat arrangement approved of very highly. 

A recommendation is made that the legisla- 
ture change the law regarding the return of 
marriage licenses, fixing the specific date for 
the same. 

An examination of the schoo] com missioners’ 
books shows that the receipts have been 
$9,906.53, and the disbursements $9,854.83, 
leaving a balance of $21.70 still due teachers 
who have not yet called for it. 

The sheriff’s office was examined and the 
outgoing sheriff complimented on his manage- 
ment of the affairs of the office. 

A compliment is paid the county clerk on the 
neatness of his books and papers. 

Everything was found correct in the tax col- 
lector’s office, with a balance of $7,234.76 still 
due on fi. fas. in the hands of Mr. Boynton. 

The county treasurer’s office was found to be 
kept in the most correct style and manner pos- 
sible, and everything in the way of funds 
easily accounted for. 

The tax receiver’s office was found in the 
same satisfactdry condition. 

The jail is jumped onto in a manner well 
calculated to stir up the people of Fulton 
county. 

And the courthouse is found to be dirty and 
needs repairing, and itis suggested that the

The Presentments. 


We, the grand jury, chosen and sworn forthe 
fall term, 1890, of Fulton county, having finished 
Yeave to submit the following gen- 

eral presentments : 

We have received the report of Samuel A. 
Swann and W. H. Scott, who were appointed by 
ee to make a complete and thor- 
ough investigation of the records of Fu!ton 
county,and examine critically the books of the 
various county officials. We herewith attach 
their reports, which shows a very gratifying state 
of affairs, especialiy so far as our county officers 
are concerned. We have recommended the county 
comissioners tg pay them $250 for their services. 

The usual ‘committees as prescribed by law 
were appointed by the foreman, and their reports 
have been unanimously adopted. They are as 
follows : 

PUBLIC BUILDINGS AND GROUNDS. 

Your committee on public buildings and 
grounds submit the following as the result of 
their labors. We have visited the county jail 
and made a close and careful investigation of its 
condition throughout. We finditin a very un- 
satisfactory state, especially as relates to its sani- 
tary arramgements. The closets inthe various 
cells are by far from what they should be, 
and are, for the most part, in bad condition, 
and calculated to create sickness. There is no 
arrangement provided for flushing or washing out 
these closets other than a cock placed just above 
them, and which is wholly unfit for the purpose. 
From the best of our belief, and from what we 
could learn, these closets are untrapped, and with 
no means to prevent that breeder of disease, sewer 
ras, from impregnating every part of the build- 


ng. 

Fhe heating capacity is not sufficient for mak- 
ing the corridors and cells as comfortable as they 
should be. We find two imperfect registers in the 
floor of the jail corridor by which the heat is re- 
received :from the furnace. These are not suffi- 
cient, and others should be put in, as the capacity 
of the furnace is sufficient for several more than 
are now in, 

We find that the dirt and filth from year to year 
has been allowed to remain unremdved from 
closets, walls, floors, windows, grate-bars and cell 
doors, and the same has been from time to time 
covered up by coats of whitewash and lime, until 
now that accumulation in places is not only an 
inch thick, but nearly hides the rivet heads and 
covers myn of the metal bars making the lattice 
doors to cells, and which is calculated to damage 
the strength and safety of the metal and render 
the safety of same defective, to say nothing of the 
danger to health that this accumulation of dirt 
and lime may cause. 

We further find the bedding, etc., of the jail to 
be impregnated with vermin, and the prisoners 
sleeping upon the floors, there being no provision 
whatever for hammocks or cots. 

e prisoners in the Jail do not present a clean 
appearance; the negroes and whites are thrown 
promiscuously together, and there appears to be a 
total lack’of discipline throughout the whole es- 
tablishment. 

The cook room seems to be ample in size and the 
range of sufficient capacity, but there appears to 
be a scarcity of utensils, etc, throughout this de- 
partment. 

The commissary room and some of the other 
apartments appear to have been recently straicht- 
ened up and present a fair appeurance. “While the 
puilding can be putina much better condition 
throughout in every particular than it now pre- 
sents, we feel satisfied in Saying that this jail is 
far from what the county of Fulton should 
have and is not of such construction and dimen- 
sions as the county needsrequire. The county 
should at once take all necessary steps to have a 
new jail, of large and commodious dimensions, 
with all modern appointments, and ot the most 
approved plans, not only forthe safe keeping of 
prisoners, but for the preservation of the health 
and comfort of those whom the process of law 
a Yo of their liberty.

ROAD AND BRIDGES. | 

Your committee, appointed to review the public 
roads and bridges, find, after having gone over a 
greater part of the public roads of the county, 
that with few exceptions, they are too narrow. 

The Peachtree road is in very bad condition 
between Peachtree creek and Buckhead, and the 
road running from Baker's to the Simpson street 
road is im a very bad fix, and as far as we Can 
learn, was not worked during 1590. We also find 
other places that need attention at once. The 
bridge over Nance’s creek, at Randle’s mills, in 
Buckhead district, is unsafe. 

We find that part of Jonesboro road in front of 

sen jamin Thurman's ina dangerous condition to 

travelers, on account of being so close to the 
Atlanta and Florida railroad. We recommend 
that the road be made wider at that point. We 
also find in many places, on first-class roads, 
deep ditches on the sides of the roads, three, four 
and five feet deep in places. With the exception of 
the above, we tind the roads in fair condition. 

We refera petition received from the citzens of 
Oak Grove district, asking fora bridge over the 
Chattahoochee river at Powell’s ferry, to our 
county commissioners, and recommend that they 
confer with the county commissioners of Cobb 
county in regard.to the building of a bridge 
jointly by the two counties. 

STATE CONVICT CAMPS. 

We, the committee from the grand jury of Ful- 
ton county superior court, together with the citi- 
zens’ committee of Atlanta, Messrs. A. J. West, 
Henry R. Powers and J.J. Meador, appointed for 
the purpose of visiting the convict camps of the 
Chattahoochee Brick Company, beg leave to Say 
that we have discharged this duty tothe best of 
ourability. 

On the firat Monday of the present month we 
visited the camps on the Chattahoochee river and 
made a careful and close investigation of the con- 
dition of the prisoners contined there. We found 
160 men atthe camp at the river; of these one 
was sick from cold and was allowed to remain in 
the quarters until he recovered without being 
sent to the hospital. In the hospital we found 
four sick men, three white and one colored. The 
colored man was suffering from syphilitic con- 
sumption and is incurable. The others were suf- 
fering from complaints incident to the cold 
weather and to the change from the lower part of 
the state to this camp. 

We first made a thorough inspection of the diet 
of the prisoners, visiting the cook kitchen and 
noticing the ineals in preparation. The prisoners 
have an abundance of good wholesome bread and 
meat, with vegetables once aday. The vegetables 
furnished are turnips, potatoes and onions. Each 
prisoner has his meals prepared and put up sepa- 
rately in a tin bucket, and they will all fare alike. 
There is an abundance for each and every one, 
and by putting it up separately, in the buckets, 
there is no possibility of oneencroaching upon the 
rights of another. 

We next visited the sleeping quarters and found 
there large rooms, perhaps seventy-five feet long, 
with nice bunks and plenty of blankets for cover- 
ing. ‘The convicts sleep two together, the whites 
being kept in one portion of the room, and the 
balance being given up to the colored convicts. 
Large stoves keep these rooms thoroughly warm 
all night long. These quarters are well ventilated, 
anil we cannot see why they should not be per- 
fectly healthy. They are built some distance from 
the ground and are perfectly dry. These houses 
are in an enclosure of stout boards, and the pris- 
oners are at all times under the surveillance of 
guards, so that there is littie, if any, opportunity 
to escape. 

We visited the working places and found the 
convicts at hard work, as the law requires they 
should be, Their business is making brick, and 
the work is no harder, nor mote diflicult, nor more 
disagreeable, than free labor would be perfectly 
willing to engage in. 

The superintendent of the camps who has sole 
and exclusive charge of all these departments is 
Mr. Woodruff, whom we found to be very gentle- 
manly and courteous. His face and actions indi- 
cate that he is a humane man who would not be 
guilty of excessive or brutal punishment undér 
any circumstances. He is by appointment of the 
governor the “‘whipping boss,’’ and exercises the 
power entrusted to him with judgment and dis- 
cretion. 

We engaged in conversation with many of the 
convicts, notin the presence of guards nor an 
one else, and they generally lee themselves 
as being welltreated and well pleased as they 
could be anywhere while being restrained of their 
liberty. 

After making this inspection of this camp, we 
went tothe broom factory near Bolton, where 
twenty-three women are confined. The quarters 
are very comfortable, and doubtless more 80 than 
a majority of them had at their home. Their fare 
is excellent. Their quarters are kept warm and 
comfortable, and they have every indication of 
being well treated. They areengaged in making 
brooms, and work only in the house. 

While it was ouraim and purpose to make a 
faithful representation of the affairs as we found 
them in these camps, and if any evils existed to 
expose them without fear or favor, vet we found 
nothing to condemn but everything to approve of 
in the management of this unfortunate class of 
people. Wedonotsee that the state itself or 
any other person to whom the punishment of 
these convicts is entrusted could do better than 
the present lessees. 

COUNTY CHAINGANG. 

Your committee,in pursuance of their duty, 
first visited the Fulton county stockade, and in 
its perfect condition inevery department found 
but one occupant in the hospital. 
Your committee cannot too highly 
recommend the wisdom and broad 
philanthropy of the commission in giving this ad- 
inirable home for its unfortunate people. It meets 
to the fullest degree the highest demands of this 
nineteenth century civilization, and places Fulton 
county farin the vanasthe leader of prison re- 
form and the proper appreciation of the demands 
of her unfortunatg, especially under the. super- 
vision of its corps of inanagers, chief of whom is 
Captain Thomas Donaldson, the superintendent, 
whose thoughtful care and watchful foresight can 
be traced in its daily workings. 

We also visited what is knownas old Peach- 
tree camp, and tound the building wholly 
inadequate to the demands ands ‘re- 
quirements of the times. Your committee would 
recommend a total abandonment of this camp, as 
itstands confronting and obstructing the future 
growth of the city in that direction, and certainly 
must be obnoxious to many of our citizens already 
located in that ape “ests growing locality, and if 
practicable, that all the convicts be transferred to 
the Fulton county stockade. 

We also visited convicts at work on the streets 
and found them cheerful and even happy and con- 
tented, the only complaint coniing from two col- 
ored convicts who claimed that they did not get 
the medicine their malady required, a matter Cap- 
tain Donaldson promised to remedy at once. 
Not a single complaint was heard as to 
food and other necessities. We would again re- 
vertto the beautiful condition of the Fulton 
county stockade, which isin all probability the 
most complete prison in the south, and is not to 
be surpassedanywhere. Itis certainly an honor 
to Georgia and reflects the highest credit on the 
men who inspired its erection, and to whom the 
county is indebted for its admirable manage- 
ment; to its baths and other sanitary perfection 
is wholly|diue the healthy condition of its inmates, 
only one of Whom was found confined to his bed, 
and that from a disease contracted years before 
his incarceration, 

COUNTY ALMSHOUSE. 

Having visited and inspected the county alms- 
house, we beg to submit the following report: 

_ We find the number of inmates tojbe as fol- 
10Wws: 

White males 14, white females 11; colored males 
9, colored females 3; total 39. 

Andinthe insane department—white males 3, 
white females 3; colored males 1; total 7. 

Total inmates 46. 

It is gratifying to the committee toreport every- 
thing in and about the almshouse a model of good 
order and cleanliness. The insane department, a 
neat and comfortable building located about a 
half mile from the almshouse proper, is presided 
over by Mrs. Gallagher, to whom much credit is 
due for the systematic manner in which every- 
thing pertaining to this department is conducted. 

The food furnished theinmates of-both depart- 
ments is good, wholesome and well prepared, and 
a careful investigation failed to disclose any com- 
plaint as to quality or quantity. 

Tbe committee takes pleasure in commending 
Dr. Hope, the present superintendent, for the 
energy and judgment displayed by him in the 
management of the farm lands connected with the 
almshouse property,and upon which, according 
to his report to the committee, there were raisex 
last year corn, bay, fodder, Irish and sweet pota- 
toes, meat, vegetables, etc., to the amount of 

1,140, all of which was usedfor the support of the 

nmates of the almshouse. 

The g management of this department of 
the county government is so perfect that recom- 
mendations are unnecessary. 

BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

We have elected as members of the board of ed-

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less element which asserts itself in distant por- 
tions of the county, in districts away from the re- 
straining influence of the sheriff and munici 
officers, we recommend the appointment of a s 
able number of discreet, mounted officers, whose 
duty it would be to patrol the outlaying districts 
of the county. Appointments to be made by the 
county commnissioners and paid by the county. 

The jury perceived with much regret that too 
often do the red-handed murderers escape arrest, 
and thus avoid the punishments due for their 
crimes. Wedonot know wherein the fault lies, 
but do earnestly hope for the sake of the public 
welfare that greater diligence may actuate those 
charged with the duty of arresting criminals. We 
ask from the proper authorities the completion of 
a suitable county map, from which may be printed 
copies to be sold to our people at a price covering 
the cost of preparation. We know this work. has 
been under way for along time, and congidering 
its importance and value to our ple, are ata 
loss to know why such unseemly delay is incident 
to its publication. 

We would feel that we had omitted a most im- 
portant duty did we failto state as our sincere 
conviction the very great need which exists fora 
reformatory school, or house of detention, for the 
punishment of minor juvenile offenders, who now, 
in the absence of such houses of correction, are 
assigned to companionship when sentenced for 
crime of hardened criminals, whose vile teachings 
render them so prominent in crime as to banish 
forever any hope of future reformation or useful- 
ness as citizens, : 

A case having been brought to our notice of & 
minor having permission from his father to ob- 
tain liquor, we feel constrained to entera protest 
against allowing a thoughtless parent to rob a 

ood law of its power to render that protection to 
iis offspring which he himself thoughtlessly de- 
nies him. 

In view of the great danger resulting to life and 
limb in a great number of railway trains which 
constantly pass back and forth across many of 
our public roads which cross railways at grade, 
this jury does earnestly recommend tothe proper 
authorities to cause careful surveys to be made, 
and where possible, for our country roads to be 80 
diverted as that they be made to cross the railway 
by means of bridging or tunneling, as safety and 
economy may best dictate. We feel that the ac- 
tive co-operation of the various railroad com- 
panies may be expected in a movement so well 
calculated to diminish the suits for damages 
brought against them, 

In view of the rapidly enhancing values on land 
in Fulton county, and the age necessity, in 
consequence thereof, of having boundary fines 
better detined, that wasteful litigation be avoided, 
this jury recommend thatthe county commis- 
sioners be requested to have bids advertised for 
granite biocks or cubes with which to mark the 
corners of each land lot inthe county. These 
cubes could be so indented and marked as to be 
of very great service to our eople, serving as 
they would asa basis of subdivision measure- 
ments. 

A special committee from this body examined 
the condition of the city police station. We do 
not believe it is a fit place for the incarceration of 
human beings, though they be criminals. The air 
is foul through imperfect ventilation and imper- 
fect plumbing. We do not believe that much 
improvement could be made unless’ the 
old building be tora down and 
a new station honse erected. It is kept as clean 
a8 it is possible to keep it under the cjrcumstances, 
but we du not want to be understodd as saying it 
isclean. We cannot approve the close proximity 
in which males and females are kept, they ae 
in adjoining cells with only a thin sheet-iron wa 
between them. Every oath uttered, —_ foul 
sentence spoken by either is of course heard 
by all. 

In conclusion we want to call special atten- 
tion to the fact that the roads of Fulton 
county are not what they should be. 
The county chaingang, to which is sentenced 
persons convicted of misdemeanors, islarge, and 
thousands and thousands of dollars are spent 
every year in maintaining these convicts. If their 
work had been properly directed the public roads 
of Fulton county would now be in fine condition, 
but instead there have been many new r@gads 
opened for private benefit, and there has been too 
much work done to build up private interests. 
This is wrong and should be stopped. 
no authority vested in the courts to bring about a 
change in this system the people will have to take 
the matterin handand right the wrong them- 
selves. The roads of Fulton county should be 
laid in macadam and stone from the . city 
to the county lines. Riding and driving 
over the roads should be smooth. 
They should be firm and hard in the worst of 
weather for the transportation of the products of 
the farm to the market. Instead of being hard 
and smooth they are muddy and rough and full of 
holes. We urge our county commissioners to give 
their best attention to the improvement of the 
public roads of the county as speedily as possible. 

We recommend the county authorities to aid in 
some tnanner to the best of their ability the emec- 
tion ofa bridge acrossthe railroad on Forsyth 
street. As the city of Atlanta pays nineteen- 
twentieths of the taxes of Fulton county, and as 
the people in the county living outside of the city 
would derive great benefits from this bridge, we 
think it but right that the county authorities 
should pay afair proportion of the expense for 
building it. ; 

We desire to sayin connection with these pre- 
sentments, thata large percentage of the crimes 
committed, and for which parties have been in- 
dicted, is caused by the carrying of concealed 
weapons, and the careless handiing of the same 
by irresponsible people, mostly colored, and we 
urge that the laws governing the carr ‘ing of con- 
cealed weapons be rigidly enforced. We have 
found several true bills for murder, in which there 
does not seem to have been any deep set enmity 
between the parties, but foolish quarrels arose be- 
tween persons having concealed weapons and the 
result was the death of one of the combatants in 
almost every instance. 

We most respectfully call attention to the fact 
that many recommendations herein made have 
been made by several previous grand juries, and 
the authorities to whom made have ignored them. 
We can only call attention to this neglect, and 


| hope that it will not again occur. 


We desire to return our thanks to the Hons. Mar- 
shall J. Clarke, Richard H. Clark and Howard 
Van Epps for the able, upright and impartial 
manner 1n which they have done their duty, and 
commend our solicitor, Mr. C. D. Hill, for the 
prompt and able manner in which he has served 
as prosecuting officer.

January 23.—[Spe 
clal.J—On Saturday night, Colonel Gus 
Bates, a retired lawyer of wealth, living at 
his country home in this county, shot him- 
self throngh the forehead. There was but 
one spectator to the deed,. the victim's son, 
Dr. Bates.

THE SON’S STORY. 

Mr. Bates’s story was that “his father 
had picked up the weapon, & 38-caliber, 
self-acting gun, for the purpose of cleaning 
and loading it. He pointed the barrel 
toward his face and began snapping it, not 
dreaming that a load was in any of the 
chambers. Noticing this, his son Horace 
said: 

“Don’t do that, father; it may be 
loaded.’’ 

Just as the remark was made, Colonel 
Bates again pressed the trigger, and this 
time a loud and terrific report followed, 
and the unfortunate man fell to the floor. 
It was first thought he was dead, but in 
a short while Colonel Bates showed 
signs of consciousness, and lived un- 
til 1 o’clock today, when he died.| 

THE SECOND TRAGEDY, 

The mystery - surrounding the shooting 
has been heightened by tke conduct of the 
dead man’s son, who now lies at the point 
of death from a self-inflicted wound, which 
he administered about 2 o’clock this morn- 
ing. At that hour he went out of the 
house, and in a few moments came back 
with his hand on his side, and said 
to Dr. Lindsay Johnson, who was at- 
tending his father, that he had 
tried to hit the heart, but 
the ball entered the side to the left of the 
heart. His only explanation was that he 
was in trouble, and he wanted to die. He 
begged the doctor to give him something 
to end his life, and without giving any 
explanation of the double tragedy, he fell 
off into a comatose state, and will be dead 
before midnight. 

RUMORS AFLOAT. 

There were many rumors as to the cause 
of this tragedy. Whether there had been a 
quarrel between father and son, resulting 
in the suicide first of the one and then of 
the other; or whether the son acted through 
grief because of the accident to his father, 
can never now be known. 

To give point to the theory that all has not 
yet been told the Courant is authority for 
the statement that when Colonel Bates read 
the statement in THE CoNnsTITUTION that he 
had shot himself, he became very angry and 
said it was a “‘lie’’—that he had not shot him- 
self.

FAIL INTO THE cturcnHEss OF 
SHERIFF HEWITT. 


One Who Shot to Death a Small Boy in Ala- 
bama and the Other is an Atlanta 
Murderer. 


CARROLLTON, Ga., January 23.—[Special.]— 
The bravery of Sheriff Hewitt has again been 
demonstrated. 

The story, as told by The Evening Times, of 
this city, is ope full of interest. 

GOLDIN WAS A MURDERER. 
John Goldin was arrgsted ‘and jailed some 
weeks ago, charged with the burning of Hon. 
G. A. McDaniel’s ginhouse. As soon as Mr. 
Hewitt got his clutches on Goldin he thought 
he had a letter of inquiry about a man of the 
same description, and that there was a consid- 
erable reward for his arrest. So,as soon as Gol- 
din was turned loose on the charge of ginhouse 
burning, Sheriff Hewitt rearrested him and 
commenced investigation of the charges that 
cameé against him from Alabama, and he be- 
came in possession of the following particulars: 
Some months ago John Goldin was living in 
St. Clair county, Ala., and he made a plot 
with a small boy about twelve yearsold named 
Coleman to steal his father’s, W. T. Coleman, 
horse and mule. Goldin and young Coleman 
stole the horse and mule one night and had 
got some distance from Coleman’s when the 
lad got uneasy and wanted to turn around and 
go back home. This Goldin was opposed to 
and decoyed Coleman into the woods afd 
killed him to keep him from going back and 
revealing the theft. Goldin went on his way, 
sold his mule and horse and later came to Vic- 
tory, this county, where he was arrested for 
“ burning of Uncle George McDaniel’s gin- 
ouse. 


GEORGE WASHINGTON CAUGHT. 

The other is a negro named George Wash- 
ington, whois in jail charged with larceny, 
which crime was committed near Villa Rica. 
After a careful examination, Mr. Hewitt found 
out that George Washington had killed an- 
other negro in Atlanta, and that there was @ 
reward of $250 forhim. Mr. Hewitt went up 
and questioned George about the matter, but 
he was not like George Washington of old,and 
told Mr. Hewitt a lie at first, but later ac- 
knowledged that he was the man wanted in 
Atlanta. 

Mr. Hewitt received two telegrams from 
the sheriff of Fulton county asking him to 
hold George Washington, for he was the man 
wanted in that county for murder and arson. 
George Washington, alias George Ware, is & 
large negro weighing 250 pounds, and is an 
exceedingly mean negro. He burned out of 
Atlanta jail last year and has said he would 
get out of Carrol!ton jail, but Mr. Hewitt has 
him shackled. He has several plots to get 
out. One was to throw a blanket over little 
Sam’s face, Sheriff Hewitt’s little boy, carry 
dim into the ce)l, take the keys from him and 
let out all the persons in the jail. A jail bird 
that has been released of late told Mr. Hewitt 
of Washington’s plan, and later he acknowl- 
edged it. 


TWO DANGEROUS FIRES, 


Which Almost Resulted in the Destruction 
of Two Hotels. 

ALBANY, Ga., January 23.—[Special.]—Fires 
have recently broken outintwo of Albany’s 
hotels, the Artesian and the Commercial 
house. Promptand timely action by the guests 
in both instances saved the buildings from de- 
struction. In the former the flames appeared 
in acloset under the stairs in the second story 
of the building, where the kerosene lamps were 
attended to. They had gained great headway 
and were roaring among the laths, and filling 
the buildings with suffocating volumes of 
smoke, which created quite 4 panic among the 
boarders, who rushed out in all manner of 
deshabille from their apartments, terribly 
alarmed. “3 7 

At the Commercial hotel two boys were 
: playing pranks upon each other, and had 

rushed up to an unused room in the third stery 
of the building, whereone of them, to alatm 
the other, struck a match, and throwing it 
down slammed the door to andran down 
stairs. Theother left alone in the vacant 
room in the darkness lost no timein escaping 
therefrom. The match had been heedlessly 
thrown in a pile of trash in one curner of the 
room, neither of the boys looking to see where 
ithad found alodgment. It soon ignited the 
inflammable material, and only by prompt dis- 
covery and good work were the building and 
contents saved.

ALBANY, Ga., January 23.—{Special.j|—A negro 
man was seen painfully toiling along on North 
street the other day. Every step seemed to be 
fraught with pain. Suddenly he fell prostrate 
along the edge of the sidewalk, and was unable to 
rise. Acrowd of sympathizing colored people 
promptly gathered around him, and he was 
tenderly lifted and taken toone of their houses, 
where he was carefully ministered to. He proved 
to be a negro from Chattanooga, who, while work- 
ing in a timber gang, at McCree, was crushed by 
a falling tree, which fell with terrific force 
directiy across his body, mashing him frightfully. 
He was endeavoring to make his way to his 
mother, who lives at Smithville.

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The Silver Investigation. 

The open assertion that there was a silver 
pool, and that senators and representatives 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific were inter- 
ested in it, puts a superficial investigation 
out of the question.

5So far the 
evidence indicates an attempt at bribery in 
the other direction, though so far there is 
no direct evidence that any member took a 
consideration for his vote. 

The country wants to see the investigation 
go on thoroughiy and unsparingly. Let the 
committee hew to the line and let the chips 
fall where they will. 

The unchallenged imputation of corrup- 
tion in the halls of congress is intolerable. «

Typical Gold-Bug Arguments. 

That lively democratic newspaper, The 
Boston Globe, gets after its slow-coach con- 
temporary, The Journal, for saying that the 
silver dollar is worth only 75 or 80 cents. 

Yet why should the lively Globe single 
out the slow-coach Journal as its victim? 
What The Journal declares right out in its 
clumsy way is the basis of the gold-bug 
theory; it is what the Hon. Potiphar 
Peagreen would term the bull works of the 
whole question. On this all the mono- 
metallists are agreed, and it is the only piece 
of doctrine in which they are agreed. 

Take, for instance, the arguments of the 
monometallists as to the results of free 
coinage. 
ture painful to contemplate. Bankers with 
plenty of money and no brains declare that 
all the silver in Europe will rush here for 
free coinage, and the country will be 
swamped by a ‘‘fiat currency.’’ On the 
other hand, the venerable David M. Stone 
labors to show the people that free coinage 
will not give them morte currency, because, 
when silver is on a par with gold, there will 
be no reason fot having it coined. 

There are, in fact, any number of differ- 
ences among the gold-bugs, but they all 
agree with The Boston Journal that the 
silver dollar is worth no more than the 
bullion value of silver. All ofthem do not 
say so right out in meeting, but they allude 
to ‘‘fiat currency,’ and the ‘‘depreciated 
dollar,’’ and they go as farin the direction 
of The Boston Journal as_ prudence will 
permit. 

The Globe puts The Journal in a very 
deep hole by taking that paper at its word. 
The Journal says the silver dollar is worth 
only 75 or 80 cents, whereupon The Globe 
offers The Journai 85 cents for all the 
silver dollars it can bring to this new 
market. The Journal, however, will 
neither make money by selling the ‘‘depre- 
ciated dollar,’’ nor will it admit that the 
dollar is worth $1. It will make a spectacle 
of itself by leaping intothe air and letting 
its hindlegs hang down. 

But how about The Globe? Is The 
Globe for the free coinage of silver? Nine- 
tenths of its readers are, but how does the 
editor stand? 


A Call for Colonel Buck, 

There are, or ought to be, just at present, 
loud calls for Colonel Buck, the widely ad- 
vertised leader of the republican party in 
Georgia.

In Atlanta today there are gathered to- 
gether a large number of practically help- 
less negroes who have been made the victims 
of a swindle. Thatiis all the more pitiable 
because the victims of it are poor and igno- 
rant. The swindie ‘is far-reaching in its 
effects. It covers the entire. south, and 
counts its victims by the thousand, : Colonel 
Buck and other white-republican teaders 
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They constitute a mess and a mix- 
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[of hafd-working: and industrious negroes 
‘have been made the victims. 7 
| _If Colonel Buck is a real friend of the 
negroes, now {is thé opportunity for him to 
‘take the stump and warn them against the 
emigration swindlers, who are extending 
their operations every day. If Colonel Buck 
really sympathizes with the negroes, here is 
an opportunity to do the race some service. 
His exploits heretofore have been purely of 
a political character, and they cannot be 
said to have been altogether disinterested. 
He now has an opportunity to do some real 


good among the negroes by warning them 


against this African emigration swindle. 
It would be a work of mercy and charity, 
for the deception that is practiced on these 
credulous people is certain to work deplora- 
ble results. : 

This has been going on for some time, 
and yet nothing fas been done by Colonel 
Buck or the other-white leaders of the re- 
publican party to put an end to the swindle. 
This is the reason we have suggested that 
the present is a good opportunity for the 
colonel to distinguish himself.

A prominent retailer said in talking upon this 
subject: 

“This is a crying need. Thereare some eighty 
retailers of meat in the city and all of them 
would be benefited by the rigid enfogcement of a 
proper sanitary law of inspection. It would be 
better for all parties, consumer, middleman, 
butcher and wholesaler if it were understood once 
for all that no sour or stale meat or fish could

A tour among a half score of meat shops devel- 
oped the fact that none of them were opposed to 
such an ordinance, and a talk with a prominent 
physician developed the fact that impure meats 
and fish were the prolific sources of much disease 
in this city. 

**By all means,” the doctor said, “let us agitate 
the subjectof the appointment of areliable and 
skilled inspector. We want a man, too, who can- 
not be bought off, but will rigidly condemn bad 
meat wherever he finds it. Again there are many 
of these places where filth is allowed to accuwmu- 
late and in warm weather this soon af- 
fects meat. An inspector should pay 
a daily visit tu all of these places, have them kept 
clean and pure and sweet and unhesitatingly con 
demn every piece of meat or fish which is not 
perfectly pure and fresh. Ihave had case after 
case of sickness arising from the use of impare 
meat.”’ 

Other large cities have an inspector of this kind 
and the good which has resulted ;therefrom is too 
obvious to need comment.

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ONE OF THE OLDEST CITIZENS OF 
SPALDING COUNTY. 
He Writes a Short Sketch of His Life for The 
Constitution—Interesting Incidents from 
a Long and Eventful Life.

Grirri, Ga., January 23.—[Special.]—The 
story of a long life is always interesting, but it 
is seldom that one is so graphically told, as the 
following, by Judge John Stilwell, of Spald- 
ing county: 

I was born in Mecklenburg county, North 
Carolina, Decethber 23, 1806, of poor, but re- 
spectable parents. My father was a devout 
Methodist and was for a long time class leader 
on account of his eminent piety. My mother 
wasof good stock; her maiden name was 
Houston. She was of Irish descent, and was a 
distant relative of Sam Houston, of Texas 
fame. I thought when a boy thatshe was 4 
model woman, and have never had reason to 
modify that opinion. If I had followed her 
counsel I would have made few mistakes in 
life. 

HIS FAMILY LIFE. 

I had three brothers. On reaching their ma- 
jority they left home to strike out and make 
their own fortunes in the world. I remained 
at home. My father had a large family 
and owned but 100 acres of poor land. 
Of this nearly the whole of it was cleared and 


badly worn out, andé@e was quite an invalid 
and hence’could work but little. With these 


surroundings I could see but little prospect of 


a support, much Jess an opportunity for riches. 
Notwithstanding I determined to remain, but 
said nothing to my father about it. I worked 
for two years justas if I had been of non- 
age, and then remained five years more, getting 
such jobs as I could find that I might be able 
to take care of the old people. 

My mother always told me that everything 
would work out all right; ‘‘that character was 
capital.”” I found out that she spake wisely, 
as the sequel will show. 

OUT INTO BUSINESS. 

It was during this time I was appointed dep- 
uty sheriff of the county. In this capacity I 
made the acquaintance of many people in my 
native county. I still made my home 
with my parents, and tried to honor 
them, which duty is enjoined by 
the only commandment with distinct 
promise. I thank God that I honored my 
father and my mother. The Almighty is as 
good as his word. I had no capital, so I tried 
character. 

About this time I concluded to try merchan- 
dising, so I went to the richest man in the 
county and the largest merchant. He lived 
in Charlotte, our county town. I told him 
that if I had a stack of goods I thought I could 
make some money. he following is a copy 
of the letter of credit he gave me. 

CUARLOTTE, N. C., November 27, 1832.—The 
bearer, Mr. John Stilwell, is about commencing 
business at Conner’s former standinthis county. 
I have known Mr. Stilwell tor five or six years, 
and have had a good many transactions with him 
in my business, in which | have always found him 
strictly punctual and correct, and am of opinion 
that he will manage his business with profit. I 
would not for a moment hesitate to credit Mr. 
Stilwell for any amount that hein reason would 
require, 

JOHN IRWIN. 

I have the original of this letter, and have 
enclosed itin a neat frame for preservation. 
REMOVAL TO GEORGIA. 

I built me alittle store at my father’s place 
and went to Charleston, 8. C., and bought a 
nice little stock of goods. Returning home I 
began business. My success was flattering, 
and at the endoffour years I found that lI 
had cleared $4,000. Assome of my relatives 
had moved to Georgia, I determined at this 
time to try my fortune in that grand old 
state. I could not leave my aged parents, so I 
obtained their consent to move with me, sold 
their little home for $300, settled their little 
debts and moved with them to Georgia. This 
was in 1836. . 

I settled in Henry county, Georgia, in the 
southern portion of Henry. I bought a 
lot of land for $600 and had a house built thereon 
for my parents. I went to McDonough and 


‘merchandised there until 1859. I made money 


rapidly here, and invested in land and ne- 
groes. Atthe outbreak of the war I owned 
900 acres of land, between fifty and sixty ne- 
groes, besides money and notes. 

In 1838 I,married Miss Ann Knott, a jewel 
among women. She was an ideal woman,a 
a devoted wife, a tender mother, a sincere and 
ardent Christian. No man wasever blessed 
with a truer wife or vouchsafed a happier 
wedded life. Our union was blessed with 
twelve children, seven of whom are still liv- 
ing, and are of much comfort to me. 

PERSONAL CHARACTERISTICS. 

As to my own life it might have been much 
worthier, though thanks to a kind providence, 
I have never done an act to shadow my g 
name. I joined the Methodist church, south, 
in 1832, and have tried to live an upright and 
honest life. Ihave been fond of books, es- 
pecially of Robert Burns, many of whose 

ms I can still quote. From childhood 

was given to the humorous, and 
have banished many weary hours by good 
cheer. Iam now in my eigthy-fifth year. 
Most of my early friends are gone. I stand 
like some old tree of the forest alone, whose 
mates the storms of years have swept away. 
I know I must soon bid adieu to the scenes of 
earth, but by the mercy of God and thfough 
faith in the Lord Jesus Christ I confidently 
anticipate everlasting life in the world to 


come. 

After eighty-four years of experience I can 
testify that there is nothing so comforting as 
religion, so enduring as virtue, so abiding as 
truth.

WOMAN IN POLITICS. 


In the fall of Bismarck history repeats itself in 
a very striking way. That fallin nota few of its 
salient features is identical with the downfall of 
Cardinal Wolsey. We understand quite well tha 
Wolsey’s reluctant sanction of the divorce of 
Catherine of :Spain, offended most grievously the 
royal Bluebeard of England, and that it 
roused in Anne Boleyn, the coming favorite, the 
utmost fury of “a woman scorned.” We know 
indeed that there were other weighty accusations 
lodged against the cardinal, yet these were bu 
convenient pretexts. His conduct in the matter 
of Catherine’s divorce and the espousal of Anne 
Boleyn was the ‘head and tront of his offending.” 
Shakespeare dramatized the fickle fortunes of the 
great cardinal in a masterly manner and not im- 
probably at the instance of Queen Elizabeth, who 
bitterly resented the wrong Wolsey bad done her 
beautiful and accomplished mother. 

In Henry VIII, as in other of his historical 
plays the great dramatist made full use of his, 
poetic license, and was as unsparing of facts as he 
was of the dramatic unities of Aristotle. 

We grant that his portraiture of Wolsey is most 
adinirable in style, sufficiently so to satisfy the 
warmest admirers of that grand man who— 


‘*Trod all] the paths of glory, - 
And sounded all the depths and shoals of honor. 

The scene in which Wolsey approaches the gates 
of Leicester Abbey and beg# a little earth for 
pity’s sake, is exquisitely touching and doubtless 
greatly flattered the vanity, and it may)be,|/soothed 
the resentment of the maiden queen. 

The German chancellor has not fallen s0 low, 
and yet he is essentially a disgraced man. His 
word is no longer law, and that vast empire which 
he did more to build up from its original low 
estate as the duchy of Brandenburg than any 
other one man,has no official positionjfor him. We 
speak soberly and advisedly when we say that the 
statesmanship,of}/Bismarck more than the victories 
of the seven years’ war jor the resplen- 
dent triumphs of Sedan or Gravelotte 
has made Germany the ‘dominant  polit- 
ical power of Europe. Baron Von Moltke’s war 
maps, his unrivaled military transportation and 
his well-disciplined and wo eee soldiery 
were indispensable factors. So, ewise, the 
hereditary valor of the Hohenzollern and the ad- 
mirable generalship of theoldand new emperor 
were both needed to win the greatest military 
success of the century. But back of all them 
lay the statesmanship of Bismarck, without 
which the German invasion of France would have 
ended as disastrously as Napoleon’s invasion of 
Russia. 

How came it to pass that Bismarck was huried 
headlong from the agpagae of his greatness as 
was the equally illustrious cardinal 
statesman of England? Was 
cause he treated the reichstag even as 
a headmaster cuffs a class of fourth-form juve- 
nile rowdies. Or was it because in his official in- 
tercourse with the present emperor he violated 
the etiquette of the imperial eourt? These things 
may have had theirintiuence, but reis more 
than a suspicion that womanly vanity hada full 
share in bringing about the overthrow of the 
chancellor. e mother of the poorest emperor is 
an English princess, not well affected tothe tra- 
ditions of the German fatherland, nora special 
favorite with either court orcountry. It was 
whispered both before and after her husband’s 
accession to the imperial throne that she viewed 
Bismarck with pronounced dislike. 

From whatever cause, the fall of the chancellor 
will be more and more regarded as a most notable 
event of the nineteenth century. Nor 
do we see any sufficient reason why some future 
Schiller may not produce a drama founded on 
Bismarck’s checkered career quite as thrilling as 
Don Carlos or William Tell,and not unlike the 
story of Wallenstein. It may have less of tragic 
incident, but the “blood aad thunder” era has 
paanee away,and the better class of play-goers 
lave outgrown their fondness for such ee 
literature as made the fortune of playwrights like 
the German Kotzebue and the English Knowies. 

Still another illustration of woman as a factor 
in politics is of quite recent date. We refer to 
Parnell’s loss of the Irish leadership by his al- 
leged criminal connection with the divorced 
spouse of Captain O’Shea. We have no know!l- 
edge of the merits of this issue beyond the col- 
umns of the party journals. 

Foratimethe scandal was suppressed, except 
in the gossip of the drawing rooms of London and 
Dublin—but subsequently it was thoroughly 
aired by the press, provincial and metropolitan. 
Henceforth, it was babbled by rumor’s thousand 
tongues, until the bruit of it has made the circuit 
of the globe. Itisnosmall credit to the British 
empire that a party leader must be above sus- 

jicion of complicity with so grave an 
fmmoratity. Gladstone and his liberal 
following, reinforced by a large majority 
of the Irish nationatists, were - for- 
ward to demand his retiiement from leadership, 
respected as Parnell was for Ins rare ability and 
honored for his former fidelity to the cause of home 
rule. They dared not imperil that sacred cause by 
condoning his offense. his peremptory demand 
was seconded by the Irish clergy, led by the arch- 
bishop of Armagh, the primate of Ireland. Par- 
nell, no whit intimidated by this formidable 
of pre pases friends, made a test of his stre in 
the Ikenny election, and was defeated bya 
heavy majority. His further refusal to obey the 
behest of his party, as shown by this test vote, but 
served to emphasize his obstinacy. He has since 

however, yielded to the persuasion of friends, and 
has accepted what has for scme while been known 
to be inevitable. Gladstone has announced that 
the howe rule party is once more squarely on its 
feet and prepared to push the battle to the cate in 
defense of its cherished policy. Helen of 
Troy was no more responsible for the 
story of the Iliad than the bewitching and dizzy 
Mrs, O’Shea for this mishap that came near 
wrecking the hopes of the home rulers for another 
generation.

THE PARTIAL PAYMENTS. 
Mr. Hulsey’s Resolution to Allow Improve- 
ment Bills to Be Paid Yearly. 

The street committee, Mr. Lambert] chairman, 
is now investigating the advisability of partial 
payments for permanent street work by property 
owners, 


The committee favor the plan. 


At the last meeting of the general council, Mr. 
Hulsey presented a resolution instructing the 
Street committee to confer with the different con- 
tractors to see if any arrangement can be made by 
which the city will only be required to pay her 
proportion in cash on all permanent work; the 
contractors to take all bills of assessment for the 
balance, and allow owners of abutting property 
the privilege of paying the same at their option, 
in installments, at the rate of 25 percent per 
annum, with legal interest orf the deferred pay- 
ments. ®

The Appling Sword of Honor.—Theé new cap- 
itol is completed now, and the Appling sword of 
honor belongs here in the executive department. 

This fact recalls the story of the sword. 

Daniel Appling was born in Columbia county, 
Géorgia, August 21, 1787. He became a second 
lieutenant in the United States army May 3, 1808. 
He steadily rose in rank, and in April, 1814, was 
major. On the 30th of May, in command of 300 
riflemen and Indians, he won a great victory 
over the British at Sandy Creek,, N. /Y., 
capturing the British troops that madé an assault 
upon him. For this he was brevétted lieutenant 
colonel. Georgia voted him this sword of honor. 
It is a magnificent piece of work, 18-karats gold, 
highly ornamented with original designs. Amongst 
these is a medallion of Colonel Appling. The 
sword bears this inscription: “Presented by the 
State of Georgia to her son, the brave and gallant 
Lieutenant Colonel Daniel Appling, of the United 
States army for his cool and deliberate valor, dis- 
played throughout the action of the 30th of May, 
1814, at Sandy Creek, New York, where he suc- 
ceeded in capturing a superior British force.” 

The sword was voted him in 1#14 but was not 
ready for delivery until the summer of 1817. Mean- 
while, inJMarch, 1817, Colonel Appling died at 
Fort Montgomery, Ala. He left no heir to his 
fame and fortune.

NEW YORK, January 24.—The stock market was 
a little more active today in the general list, though 
dull enough, increased animation being accompanied 
by lower prices,‘however, throughout almost the en- 
tire list. Thiswas evidently a result of disappoint- 
ment of the holders who have been waiting for a rise 
in prices. There was less attention paid to Chicago 
Gas, although it was still one of the leading active 
stocks and one of spécial features of the market. Lon- 
don was,if anything, seller in early trading, and 
traders were inclined to take advantage of this tend- 
ency. They first, after heavy opening, attacked Gran- 
gers, or rather stocks of roads which are parties to the 
new agreement, the news of the day being rather of a 
discouraging character as to the success of association. 
St. Paul, Atchison, Burlington, Rock Island, Union Pa- 
cific and some others suffered in turn during the fore- 
noon hours, but more attention was paid to Chicago 
Gas and Louisville and Nashville in the afternon, the 
rest ofthe list being quite neglected.

A bad wreck occurred on” the ‘Central 
railroad at Clark's Cove, ane mile below 
East Point, at 2:35 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon. Ve levans 

Six meh’ were fyjured, but none fatally. 

Two-engines..were smashed to pieces and 
the esq@spe of the engineers and firemen 
from’ igstant death was indeed miraculous. 

The Macon train left the union depot in 
charge of Conductor Ennis at its usual 
time, 2:15 o’clock, yesterday afternoon with 
w full load of passengers. All went well 
until the vicinity of the Atlanta guano fac- 
tory, a mile below East Point, was reached. 

Almost opposite the factory is a siding upon 
which the guano cars are stationed. A heavy 
switch engine was standing on the siding with

eight cars loaded with guano attached. 

It seems that aswitch-hand Bad been sent 
abead of the freight to half turn the switch so 
as to enable the passenger train to run along 
on the main line in safety. 

Instead of doing so he turned the switch 
completely around, and the passenger train, 
booming along at the rate of forty-five miles 
an hour, left the main track and crashed into 
the freight. 

A detailed description can give but a faint 
idea of what followed. 

Engineer Ed Waterhouse, of the passenger 
train, stuck to his engine and had a marvelous 

, escape from death. He reversed the lever and 
jamined on the brakes, and then came the 
crash. 

The two engines were completely wrecked 
and piled together in one great mass while the 
mail car crashed in on top of them. 

Engineer Waterhouse was thrown upin the 
airand fortunately alighted in an opening 
just large enough to admit of his body between 
the boilers of the engine and the forward part 
of the car. 

He was scalded on the leg and thigh, and 
suifered contusions of the head. 

J. KR. Prater, the fireman, jumped just in 
time. He is a heavy man, but his only in- 
juries were a spraining of his left hand and 
arm, and several severe bruises. 

The force of the collission tore the roof com 
pletely from the passenger cab. It was thrown 
high in the air, striking against a telegraph 
pole and breaking off several feet of the top. 

The engineer and fireman of the freight en- 
gine jumped justin time to save their lives. 
Two or three of the freight cars next the en- 
gine were knocked from the track down an 
embankment, and the mail car of the passen- 
ger was derailed. 

The escape of the mail and express agents 
was almost as wonderful as that of the en- 
gineer. This car was torn to pieces, but 
although knocked about a good deal, they were 
but slightly hurt. 

Conductor Ennis, of the passenger, was 
thrown among some seatsin one of tne cars 
and suffered a painful injury to his knee-joint. 

Henry Bostic, negro, a train hand on the 
freight, was thrown from acar and sustained 
severe contusions. 

George A. All, of Hampton, Ga., was seated 
near a stove in one of the cars at the time of 
the accident. The force of the collision threw 
him violently against the stove, injuring him 
about the head and chest. 

Rev. C. C. Davis, of this city, sustained 
severe bruises about the chest. 

The injured men were carried into the pass- 
enger cars and adjoining houses, and _ tenderly 


brought back to the city, and given in charge 
of the company’s surgeon, Dr. Hunter Cooper. 

J. R. Prater, the fireman, was taken to Pro- 
vidence Intirmary. 

E. W. Waterhouse, the brave engineer, was 
brought to his home, 59 West Mitchell, where 
his injuries were examined and found to be 
scalds of the leg and thigh, and contusions of 
the head. He is not dangerously injured. 

Conductor W. H. Ennis was taken to his 
home, 66 Davis street. 

Henry Bostic, the negro train hand, was 
brought to his home, 232 Clark street. 

Rey. C. C. Davis was removed to his home 
No. 27 Tatnall street. 

George A. All was taken back tohis home at 
Hampton, 

The passengers are loudin their praise of 
Engineer Waterhouse, who did all that mortal 
could do to avert the accident. 

The track was not torn up but was blocked 
up by the wreck all iast night. It was expected 
that everything would be cleared up and 
trains runing again this morning.

MR. ANGIER EXPLAINS. 


He Has Something to Say About the Work 
on the Government Building. 

Mr. Hugh Angier, superintendent of the work 
on the United States government building, sends 
to THE CONSTITUTION office the following card 
relative to a publication concerning the building: 


EDITOR CONSTITUTION: The article in yester- 
day’s ConsTirvuTion headed “A Lagging Con- 
tractor,” does me a gross injustice. Your ‘re- 

orter dig not intend to harm me, but the high 

ederal official of the law department behind him 
did, which is a great surprise to me, as it is an 
outrageously unwarranted attack. 

The high official may injure me with the admin- 
istration, with which he perhaps has influence; 
but in this city,where 1 was born and reared, he is 
powerless to harm me. 

The delay in finishing the building was caused 
by the slow process of lowering and hoisting 
stone, which was done by laborers at the wench, 
But in view of the fact that the first floor was oc- 
cupied by the postoffice department and hun- 
dreds of people passing in and out continually, it 
was deemed safest to handle the heavy stones by 
the slow process of hoisting and lowering. 

The rooms below the fourth floor are ready for 
occupancy, only we are waiting for new carpets. 
The fourth floor is virtually finished except.a few 
square feet of border for tile work and a few feet 
of base for wainscoting, all of which will be com- 
pleted in three days more. The whole building 
can be cleared of its rubbish, with five laborers, in 
two days. 

jt is impossible that the addition on the Mari- 
etta street side could have settled without the aid 
of an earthquake, as the foundation of the build- 
ing has never been interfered with, and the plas- 
tering would show itand not the flooring, as every 
practical builder well knows. 

An elevator, manufactured by the Warner Com- 
pany, of Cincinnati, has been here two weeks 
ready to be put in, but the department claims 
that the contractors must put in an Otis elevator. 
Hience this delay. 

Nine painters, five carpenters, three laborers, 
one plasterer and one tile setter, is the 
force now. employed, and for the 
swall amount of work yet to be 
done is sufficient. 

It took five years to complete the original build- 
ing, and it is no fault of mine that the contractors 
agreed to teardown andenlarge the building in 
one year. I was contident when I saw the plans 
that it would take two years, and I don’t beiieve 
there is a federal building in the land that cost 
$120,000 that was completed in less than two years. 
Messrs. Thomas & Driscoll have nothing to do 
with the new heating apparatus, and the depart- 
ment, if called to account, could no doubt answer 
satisfactorily for that delay. 

As to r workmanship, none but the most 
Skilled labor has been employed. I have been a 
close observer of buildings in every large city 
throughout this great land, and in every cap- 
ital in Europe, from Madrid to St. Petersburg, and 
Constantinople to London, and the work in every 
line in this building will compare favorably with 
that of other buildings of the same importance 
elsewhere. However, there are inspectors above 
me who have passed upon the work. 

I most respectfully implore my distinguished and 
learned friend of the lawto devote the same time 
and attention to his department that I do to mine; 
which, if he will do, he will not find time to com- 
— of other departments, and above all, I pray 

16 will not let his animus extend to a whole fam- 

ily of brothers, not one of whom ever did him a 

wrong. Such a spirit is unkind in the extreme.

Fisher, the Negro Emigrant Agent, Peti- 
tions for a Writ of Habeas Corpus 

. Pendleton F. Fisher, the negro emigrant agent 

now under arrest charged under indictment with 

misdemeanor, yesterday petitioned the United 

States circuit court for his release. 

The prisoner was arrested on a bench warrant 
under the name of J. W. Fisher, and placed in 
Fulton county jail. He was afterward released 
on bail furnished by John T. Schell, but was af- 
terward surrendered by his bondsmen and re- 
turned to jail. 

The charge in detail in the indictment is 
that the prisoner and other persons named acted 
inthe capacity of emigrant agents by soliciting 
persons to leave the state, without having first 

rocured from the tax collector of the county @ 
icense therefor, and without going before the 
ordinary of Fulton county and registering their 
names and business,all of which is contrary to the 
laws of the state. 

The petitioner says the courts of the state have 
no jurisdiction to try him for the offense alleged 
against him in the indictment, and that the 
proceedings pending against him in the state 
court are null and void. 

He asks for his release, therefore, on the ground 
that he 18 confined and held in imprisonment 
without law or right, and in violation of the con- 
stitution and laws of the United States. 

The case will come up before Judge Newman on 
Monday.

Orleans—A Big Concern. 


“We wanted to locatein ahealthy city, 
growing and progressive besides.” 

That is what Mr. C.G. Chinnock said yeste 
terday in reply to a question from a CONSTITU- 
TION reporter. 

Mr. Chinnock is district manager of the 
Southern District Electric Company, of New 
York, the headquarters of which have just 
been removed from New Orleans to Atlanta. 

“A place,” he continued, ‘where we could 
remain all the year round, where we wouldn’t 
have to leave our business two or three 
months every year on account of the climate.” 

This speaks volumes for Atlanta. 

The southern district of the Edison Com- 
pany, of which Mr. Chinnock is the able and 
affable general manager, comprises eleven 
southern states, and the business transacted is 
immense. 

Georgia, Tennessee, North and South Caro- 
lina, Alabama, Arkansas, Mississippl. Louis- 
iana, Texas and Indian Territory, are the 
states included. 

Out of all these Atlanta was chosen for the 
location of the headquarters. 

Because Atlanta is the healthiest, most prog- 
ressive and most desirable in all of them. 

Mr. Chinnock and his associates, Mr. G. W. 
Brink, district auditor, and Mr. O..D. Lundy, 
district engineer, are delighted with their new 
location. 

From a business standpoint, the location of 
the office here is a great acquisition to Atlanta’s 
commercial importance.
